This application contains claims directed to the following patentably 
distinct species of the claimed invention: There are 12 species of heat sink 
designs: Fig. 1, Fig. 2,J?ig. 3, Fig. 4, Fig. 5, Fig. 6, Fig. 7, Figs. 8&9, Fig. 10, 
Fig. 11, Fig. 16, and Fig. 17. There are two species of fan mounting 
arrangements: Direct (Figs. 5 and 19), and with a bracket (Fig. 7). There are 
also two species of attaching clip arrangements: Fig. 12 and Fig. 13. There are 
also three species of assembly means: Riveting (Fig. 15), screw fasteners, or 
brazing (not shown). 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed 
species of heat sink, a single species of fan mounting arrangement, a single 
spiecies of attachment clip arrangement, and a single disclosed species of 
assembly means for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be 
restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. Currently, none of 
the claims are fully generic to all species.
